the wind apparently pushed it tc 
one side. 


Even the eye of TV wasn't able 


to look directly at the blast, the 
camera lens having to be protectec 
at the moment of the explosion. 


Lights Go Out 


A dramatic feature was 
the 


lights that went out. Before the 
explosion, viewers could see lights 
on tha tower, on the house one- 
quarter mile away, and on the 
house one and a half miles away. 
Afterward, only the light on the 
farthest house was still glowing. 


In Los Angeles, Boston, Chicago, 


New York and other points, there 
was a flutter of the picture at the 
moment.of the blast and .immedi- 
ately afterward, but the image then 
steadied to give a good picture of 
the mushrooming cloud. 


Reception Varies 


However, reception varied some- 


what by individual sets because of 
the rather, weak synchronizing sig- 
nals that hold the picture steady. 
On sets that were not in good ad- 
justment, there was more trouble 
0) the picture than on those in 
peak working order. 


The signals were relayed over 


an improvised mountain-top series 
of towers to Los Angeles, nearest 
network connection. While they 
still didn't appear to be up to reg- 
ular broadcast 
standards, they 


were considerably b e t t e r than 
those of a similar telecast from 
Yucca flat a year ago and also 
better than those Sunday during a 
telecast showing test homes, bomb 
shelters and automobiles.

Explosion One of

.News Nob, seven miles away.' 


Shock Sharp 


The shock of the blast was sharp I 


and bounced over the mountains 
ringing the test-site to crack down 
as far1 away 'a^'Pasadena, Calif', ' 
Cedar City, Utah, and points "-in 
between, it was announced here. 
In Las Vegas, nearest sizeable city, 
to the site, 75 miles away, it 
flared a brilliant white, over near- 
ly half the horizon, then turn*! 
yellow before finally fading away 
into, pink. Only a few residents re- 
ported feeling the sound wave. 


'The test was designed primarily 


to gauge how houses and cars 
would come through a real blast. 
The Federal Civil Defense Admin- 
istration built two two-story homes 
on the 'proving ground and scat- 
tered nearly 70 cars among., the 
Joshua trees. 


House Smashed 


The closer of the two civil de- 


fense houses being tested was be- 
lieved to be smashed, but a light 
appeared to be burning in the vi- 
cinity of the more distant house, 
7,500 feet from the tower: The two 
$20^)00, 
two-story 
homes 
were 


erected to help architects design 
houses with maximum protection. 
, After the first flash, the charac- 
teristic white cottony cloud formed 
quickly. As it rose to perhaps 
13,000 feet, an ice cap appeared 
atop the big ball. 


The peculiar detonation set up a 


drumlike 
cacaphony 
that 
rico- 


cheted around the vast perimeter 
of the test ground. Within 19 min- 
utes, wind swept the cloud south- 
eastward, with its dirty gray high- 
lighted by the first early rose 
gleams of the rising sun. 


By that time the top was report- 


ed at 40,000 feet. 


At first, the low purplish burst 


sucked up dust and dirt from the 
desert floor into an angry, brown

$2 56 per bushel, the same as the 
1952 crop. 


Other announced supports 
for 


1953 crops cover oats at 80 cents 
per bushel and 2 cents above last 
year; rye at 51.43; and barley at 
51.24. 


Just recently Secretary Benson, 


using discretionary authority, es- 
tablished the support for 
dairy 


products at 90 per cent of parity 
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for lh« year beginning April' 1, 
1953. In so doing he stated: 


"A primary reason for continu- 


ing maximum support allowed by 
law was the assurance from dairy 
advisors that the Industry would 
immediately start work on pro- 
grams to reduce to a minimum 
governmental support purchases." 


Price supports for hay and pas- 


ture seed are on a permissive bas- 
is and will not be continued for 
1953. 


It should lbe clearly understood 


that all of the above rates are on 
a national basis. 
County rates 


will be established at a later date. 


These supports are announced as 


early as possible so that farmers 
may know what they can count on 
before they make final 
planting 


plans.

Yields Boosted 
By Cheap Soil 
Treatments 


URBANA—How to produce 100- 


bushel corn yields with a system of 
soil treatment costing $6 a year 
has been demonstrated on dark 
soils at 12 University of Illinois 
expenment fields. for the period 
1948-52. 


According to L. B. Miller, Illinois 


College of Agriculture agronomist, 
this was accomplished by using 
adequate limestone, plus phosphate 
and potash if needed, to produce 
generous legume growth and by 
using the legumes as manure and 
crop residues 'for soil improve- 
ment.

The five-year average com yield 


on the 12 fields was 57 bushels on 
check plots that did not get this 
soil treatment. The average was. 
Ill bushels on the fields receiving 
the soil treatments adapted to the 
system of farming and soil type.

When Ed Ogren in Kane county 


first started breeding his cows and 
heifers to bulls in the Northern 
Illinois Breeding Co-op in 1943 the 
average production of his herd was 
9,105 
pounds of 
milk and 
330 


pounds of butterfat 


In 1951 Ogren's 22-cow herd av- 


eraged 12,178 pounds of milk and 
459 pounds of fat. This increase in 
production, due largely to better 
inhertance, had a value of nearly 
$3,000 for the year.

one of the causes of unexplained 
abortion .outbreaks in brucellosis- 
free swine herds. 


Recent tests incriminate lepto- 


spirosis in- an outbreak of abor- 
tions in an Illinois swine herd.. 
Blood tests show that the herd is 
fiee from brocellosis, one of the 
jnost common causes of breeding 
failures in'swine. 


A relatively new disease to the 


Midwest, leptopirosis has been re- 
ported in cattle in at least 24 
states, in hogs in a few states and 
in sheep in Illinois. The disease 
may also strike humans.

Her 
record averages approximately 20 
quarts of milk daily for the period 
covered by her test. 


LOST POWER 


In many Instances,'birds which 


once possessed wings lost 
*he 


power of flight because it was no 
longer necessary in their struggle 
for existence. The penguin is an 


example. 


In general, ammonium tulfato, 


ureau, calcium cynamid and hen- 
hydrous ammonia can be ap- 
plied when soils are cool-—about 
50-5$ degrees F.—with no danger 
of leaching losses. These are the 
type«< of nitrogen to plow under 
in late fall or very earjy spring. 
Ammonium nitrate, or any other 


nitrogen fertilizer where most of 
the nitrogen is carried in the form 
of a nitrate, should not be plowed 
under or disked in for corn until 
the period of maximum leaching 
is past, or after mid-April in Illi- 
nois. 


Nitrate-carrying commercial ni- 


trogen can be applied, however, on 
wheat or grass meadows when 
early spring growth -starts. It can 
also be applied early for oats. 


Tyner advises buying nitrogen 


fertilizers on the basis of (1) 
price per pound of nitrogen, (2) 
the type of nitrogen carrier that 
can be handled best 
with the 


equipment available for dintribut- 
ing it* and (3) time of applica- 
tion.

On the question of liquid versus 


solid fertilizers, Tyner points out 
that the liquid forms, except for 
anhydrous ammonia, are simply 
solid fertilizers in solution. Their 
value as fertilizer is the same as 
that of solids, and in each case 
the value is determined by the 
amount of plant food they supply. 


Tf liquid fertilizers have any ad- 


vantage, it would have to be in 
the cost or in handling advantages, 
such as transportation, storage or 
application.

Farm Buying Power Stable

URBANA—Farmers' income so 


far this year—January and Febru- 
ary—is as large as it was in the 
corresponding months a year ago. 
This information comes from the 
bureau of agricultural economics 
of the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 


The figures are reported in the 


regular publication on "The Farm 
Income Situation" released late in 
February. Here is what the report 
says: 


Farmers received about 2.7 bil- 


lion dollars from marketings in 
January, 12 per cent less than in 
December but practically the same 
as in January, 1952. Prices aver- 
aged only 1 per cent below Decem- 
ber, but marketings were down 
seasonally. Compared with Janu- 
ary a year ago, lower average 
prices were about offset by a larger 
volume of sales. 


Total cash receipts from farm 


marketings in February are ten- 
tatively estimated at 2 billion dol- 
lars, 24 per cetn xbelow January 
and about the same as in Febru- 
ary, 1952. The declines from Jan-

uary are of a seasonal nature, 
partly because of fewer' marketing 
days in Februaiy. 


Study of the report indicates that 


increased receipts from crops have 
about offset decline in receipts 
from livestock. This, of couise, 
does not balance the books for 
many farmers who have lost mon- 
ey on the traditionally speculative 
business of feeding beef cattle. 


While on the subject of farm in- 


come, let us look at it from another 
angle. The official report previous- 
ly mentioned shows that farmers 
received about 4.7 billion. dollars 
for the two months. What about the 
buying power of this money? 


For the answer to this question 


we turn to another official publica- 
tion, ; "Agricultural' Prices,'" re- 
leased February 27. This report 
shows that prices of things ^farm- 


s buy- averaged about 2 p«r ctnt 


lower during January and Febru- 
ary than they did in the lik« monthi 
a, year ago. 


In other words, the buying pow- 


er of the farmers' dollar has beta. 
2 per cent greater so far this year 
than it was in 1952. 


Therefore, with farmers receiv- 


ing about as much cash during tha 
past two months as they did during 
the same period last year and with 
prices of things farmers buy down 
about 2 per cent, farm buying 
power so far this year has been 
about as large as it was a year 
before. 


This is not a forecast for the re- 


mainder of the year. However, w« 
may note that.a daily index of 
prices of basic cpmmodities- ba* 
trended upward since'.mid-Febru- 
ary.

U. S. Psychological Warfare Is 
Robbed of Surprise Element 


President Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles are 


putting great stress these days on the matter of psychologi- 
cal warfare. Certainly it will be all to the good if we can 
capture the psychological initiative from the Soviet Union. 


But it needs to be realized that these techniques have 


certain sharp limits for us which do not similarly bind the 
Russians. 
When we are pursuing tactics which are essentially se- 


cret maneuvers, our psychological experts can operate with 
a fairly free hand. Elaborate explanations may be avoided. 


Yet when the strategy calls for overt moves that must 


be publicly announced or disclosed, it is a different story. The 
aim may be to start something that will simply keep the ene- 
my guessing. Still we may find such a course impractical. 
.

The trouble is that congress, the American peoplej and 


our allies as well, do not want to be kept guessing. They 
want every disclosed move spelled out in detail, every wisp 
of the fog of mystery dispelled. 
• . This is inherent in the nature of democracy. We want 
explanations for everything and feel we are entitled to them. 
The case of freeing Chiang Kai-shek for operations against 
the Chinese Red mainland is a good example. 


We hoped in that instance to worry the enemy as to wKat 


might follow. The more speculation that came after that 
move, the better it suited our purpose to trouble the Com- 
munists: •

But immediately our own lawmakers and many of our 


curious friends abroad demanded to know what we planned 
in Asia down to the last comma. In the course of reassuring 
them, we eliminated all possible surprise for our enemy. 
' 
There would seem to be no escape from this pattern. So 


long as our psychological warfare embraces overt steps, we 
cannot to that extent count upon the weapon of surprise. For 
this element is incompatible with our ingrained habit—the 
mark of our freedom—of discussing everything right into 
the ground.

Peeler Reveals Objections Lodged by Civil Service 
President to Criticism Made Against Department

Luther C. Steward, president of the National Federation of Fed- 


eral Employes, has sent me a generally temperate discussion of my 
criticism of the Civil Service as a parasitic thing but h« winds up on 
a shrill note of protest against my remark that it is profitable to poke 
up the animals to arouse discussion and circulate information. Mr. 
Steward is a professional bureaucrat in a special bureaucracy grow- 
ing on the federal public bureaucracy, and his anger vindicates my 


observation that all opposition to the abuses of Civil 
Service and all objection to the disparity between 
its retirement benefits and those of Social Security 
move such people to fury. 


"There may be pez'haps to some, a form of 


macabre fun to be derived from, to quote your col 
umn, 'Taking a poke at the animals,' " he writes. 
Misquoting my remark. "We can be permitted to 
question, however, whether that sort of thing is in 
the public interest.' 


For contrast, another letter, from Miss Ruth E. 


Fleming, of Long Island City, a Civil Service work- 


er in the Veterans Administration, repudiates-the bureaucrats' bureau 
crat in these words: 


"I agree with your statement concerning poking up the animals 


and the resulting stimulation of discussion. That's why I wrote this 
letter, the first such letter I have ever written." 


All the members of Civil Service who have written to me regard 


themselves as diligent, hard-working, if not ovenvorked, 
citizens 


of the finest character. I have no desire to disagree with these 
estimates, for most of us admit that the basic employes of the govern' 
ment are decent people. However, by oversight, no doubt, neither Mr. 
Steward nor any of the Civil Service workers mentioned the fact that 
their 6 per cent contributions to their retirement fund are matched, 
though not equally, by appropriations out of the taxes of the rest of us, 
just as the employer is required to match the employe's Social Se- 
curity tax. We tax producers are their employers. This appropriation 
is recommended each year by the Civil Service Commission and its 
proportion to the 6 per cent deduction fund is variable and indistinct. 


There is a third source of money 


to meet the retirement payments 
which for some fastidious reason 
are not called 
pensions. 
That 


source is the interest on govern- 
ment bonds in which the 6 per 
cent kitty is invested. I do not 
plunge into dispute over the dead- 
weight of this retirement system 
represented by these congressional 
appropriations. 
I just state that 


such appropriations by Congress 
from our taxes are a part of the 
system and note that Mr. Steward 
and others are so ill informed or 
so careless as to have failed to 
mention them. 


Mere repartee is not the inten- 


tion of these commentaries, how- 
ever. In poking up the animals 
my purpose is not to" offend the vir- 
tuous and respectable employes 
of'an expanded 
bureaucracy al- 


though'I still must emphasize the 
fact that they are aghast at ariy 
proposal to restrict their pensions 
to the limits which are set for the 
rest of us in Social Security sys- 
tem. My purpose is to throw into 
prominence the fact tliat the bu- 
reaucracy has become a devour- 
ing menace to the rest of us, with 
a first lien on our earnings. 


True, Civil Service jobs can be 


abolished by law and the vested 
interest in those jobs thus can be 
terminated. But, generally speak- 
ing, that is the only way by which 
this vested 
interest of persons 


who deserve no special privilege 
from the tax-producing workers 
can be wound up. 
Civil Service 


has become the protector of thou- 
sands on thousands of otherwise 
unemployable 
mediocrities 
and 


sub-mediocrities who know they 
cannot be fired for cause this side 
of feloiiiou* conduct. 


A woman whose husband is a 


postal employe in Springfield, Mo., 
and by her earnest account, a fine 
man who works very hard for a 
small salary, twits me thus; "I 
have never been to Europe nor 
shall I be able to go on the salary 
my husband earns. You who are 
sent on assignments and draw 
large salaries and expense ac- 
counts, when you find out about 
the waste of agencies, why not re- 
port that agency and not attack 
the whole Civil Service system?" 


Waiving the irrelevancy of this 


reference to my own affairs, I 
would say that I. did find out about 
waste in "agencies" in Europe 
and I have dwelt on specific cases 
of many parasitic labor attaches 
in the diplomatic system and white 
collar union bum* of the Marshall 
Plan, Hoffman and Harriman ma- 
chines. 
A horde,of such charac- 


ters have been living, high on the 
hog in Europe ever since the war, 
drawing more payMhan they ever 
earned in working jobs at home, 
drawing expenses as well, and 
enjoying a complete waiver of the 
taxes which all'of us who support 
these leeches must pay on our 
liquor and cigarets. 
They get 


groceries 
and watches, cameras 


and perfume at cost and bonuses 
with which to pay their rent, as 
though all of us did not have to 
pay rent. 


Shepard Stone, of the New York 


Times propaganda system, who 
was named next to John McCloy, 
the hicogalorum of tlfc HICOG of 
Germany, was no mere labor at- 
tache nor underling. 
He was a 


dignitary, allowed eight servants 
drawn from the German civilian 


population, to manage his mansion 
in a region smashed 
to 
rubble 


where the good Germans as well 
as the Nazis were condemned to 
horrible hovels. We were trying 
to "democratize" these good Ger- 
mans and Mr. Stone, on leave 
from the Times, a man of superior 
degree with a favorable opinion of 
himself, loftily said that this was 
the only reason he availed himself 
of such a large staff. But ths New 
York Times version of "democ- 
racy" was not excessively appe- 
tizing to intelligent, moral human 
beings whose children had already 
spent 
seven years in degrading 


squalor under the iron heel of a 
luxurious 
and 
patronizing con- 


queror. 
Mr. Stone has since re- 


turned to continue his missionary 
work among us American natives 
as an official of the Ford Founda- 
tion. A Senate committee on Civil 
Service admitted that 100,000 of 
our employes abroad were para- 
sites, but there has been no mass 
elimination to date. 


The Civil Service workers' who 


have written me all remind me 
that they, too, pay income taxes. 
I was well aware of that but the 
fact remains that public employes 
are still consumers rather than 
producers of taxes even though 
they do pay income taxes in the 
same proportions that apply to 
the rest of us. The point at issue 
is not that the public service is 
parasitic in its very nature. That 
is not debatable. The point is that 
a system intended to limit the evils 
of the spoils system has become 
a device of the spoils system. 


For a witness as to this I call 


R. A. Vander Pyl, of Kenosha, 
Wis., who has been in Civil Serv- 
ice many years. 
He writes: 


"The blanketing into permanent 


status of political employes has 
been only part of the growing pa- 
ternalistic attitude of government 
that is surely bringing this nation 
to the brink of ruin."

RIGHT: Never, even in fun, point 


out the unpleasant side of happy 


Jacpby on Bridge , 


Opening Bid Not Proper 'Book' Bid 


news. 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


In today's hand South's opening 


bid of two no-trump is not quite a 
"book" bid. South has only 21 
points in high cards, and the op- 
ening bid of two no-trump usually 
shows 22 to 24 points. The strong 
five-card suit is easily worth the 
missing point, however, and the 
opening bid can therefore not be 
criticized. 


North has an obvious raise to 


game. With 6 points in high cards, 
North expects that the combined 
holding is roughly 28 to 30 points, 
which ought to be ample for .game 
but not nearly enough for slam. 


When West opens the jack of 


spades, South must win the trick 
at once instead 
of holding up. 


South can then go right after the 
clubs, by laying down the ace and 
then continuing with -a low club, 
without fearing the spade suit. 


South reasons that if the spades 


are 5-2, and if East has the king 
of clubs. East will be able to lead 
only one spade 
through 
South. 


This will not be sufficient to 'let 
West run the suit. 


There is never anything to fear, 


of course, if the spades are 4-3. 
At worst, -South can lose only three 
spades and one club trick. 


As the cards lie. 
South easily 


makes his game with four clubs, 
two hearts, two diamonds, and 
at least one spade. 


There may be a different story 


to tell if South makes the mistake 
of refusing the first spade track. 
West can then defeat the contract 
by switching to hearts. 


South can win in his cwn hand 


and go after the clubs, but West 
will lead another' heart upon tak- 
ing his king of clubs. South now I 
can run only eight tricks, and when 
he tries to set up his ninth trick 
the opponents can take two heart 
tricks. They will thus defeat the 
game with a spade, a. club, two 
hearts, and either a second spade 
or a diamond.

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Says Get-Tough Policy 
Would Hurt Peace Hopes 


WASHINGTON (M—Sen. Cooper 


of Kentucky said today the sort of 
get-tough policy toward 
Russia 


urged by two of his fellow Repub- 
licans would sound the "death 
knell" to any hopes of peaceful 
settlement. 


Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) told the 


senate Monday the United States 
should immediately seek to per- 
suade the United Nations to brand 
Russia as an aggressor in Korea. 


Knowland advocated the action 


as part of a program to bring an 
immediate cold war showdown with 
the Communists. A second point 
would be a request from this coun- 
try that all U.N. 'members with- 
draw recognition of Red China. A 
third was a complete blockade of 
Red China. ' 


Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich). appear- 


ing on an MBS radio interview 
Monday night, said the U.N. should 
take a firm stand toward what he 
termed "treason by Russia to the 
United Nations." 


Ferguson said he disagreed with 


Cooper's contention that a get- 
tough policy might touch off a new 
world war, and he added: "I can't 
see that we can cause Russia to 
take any step she doesn't want to 
take when she wants to take it." 


Knowland is chairman of the Re- 


publican policy committee, but he 
emphasized M o n d a y he was 
voicing only his own convictions. 


He took the floor the day after 


Georgi Malenkov, the new Soviet 
premier, had said peaceful settle- 
ment of the issues between this 
country and Russia was possible. 
Knowland's comment: "Deeds 
rather than words would be more 
impressive." 
, Ferguson declared: 


^Communism is really a religion 


of promises. I think we areSgener- 
;ally agreed in this country that 
lyou can't believe gangsters who 
are in a conspiracy." 
- Knowland's thesis was promptly 
"challenged on the senate floor by 
Cooper, who has served as a U.S. 
•delegate to U.N. general assem- 
blies.

CONSTITUTION* OF DIXON YOUTH CENTER 


PREAMBLE 


We, the youth of Dixon in order to establish wholesome recreation and entertainment for the 


teenagers-of our community do organize and set lorth this constitution. 


ARTICLE 1 


NAME 


The name of this organization is The Dixon Youth Center. 


ARTICLE n 
OBJECTS 


v ' The objects of this organization shall be: 
1. To afford a place for1 recreation and entertainment for the youth of Dixon.

2. To establish a central meeting-place for the youth of Dixon. 


ARTICLE III 


MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Any person who is enrolled in Dixon High School is eligible for membership. Newmui 


- High School students who live in Dixon are also eligible. 


Section 2. Membership is- shown by the possession of a membership card. 
Section 3. Membership cards are valid during the fiscal period beginning October first and ending 


the following October first. 
. 
Section 4. The membership cards of the June graduating class shall not expire until the following 


October. 
Section 5. Honorary membership shall be available to all parents or any adult interested in the youth. 


ARTICLE IV 
* 


SUPERVISORY BOARD 


Section 1. There shall be an adult Supervisory Board consisting of three civic leaders; a teacher, & 


clergyman, and a businessman who show interest in the youth of Dixon, They shall hold their 
position for one year. ' 
x 
Section 2. There shall be a student advisory board consisting of ten members: four seniors, three 


juniors, two sophomores, and one freshman. The term of office shall-be from June 1 to June 1. 
Candidates for the advisory board for the following year shall appear before the adult and 
student advisory board at the May meeting. This board will then choose the ten members who 
will serve on the board starting in June. The freshman member shall be appointed in September. 


ARTICLE V 


STANDING COMMITTEES 


Section 1. There shall be five standing committees: 
Constitution Committee, House Committee, 


Program Committee, Finance Committee, and Publicity Committee. New committees may be 
organized for special occasions. All above named committees are subject to change. 


Section 2. The Constitution Committee shall draw up and have signed a constitution for this 


, organization. 
Section 3. There shall be a House Committee composed of eight members appointed by the board 


at the September meeting. This committee shall be responsible for seeing that there i* a 


- 
stu.dent director and one or more responsible adults present at all times the center is open. 
These in turn will 'be responsible for maintaining order, running the canteen, and cleaning up 
when the center closes. 
Section 4. There shall be a Finance Committee Composed of six members appointed by the board at 


the September meeting. They shall be responsbile for issuing membership cards, keeping a 
record of all members, keeping a financial record, and organizing fund raising campaigns. 


Section 5. There shall be a Program Committee composed of six members appointed by the board 


at the September meeting. They will be responsible for planning all the. special events of the 
year. 
Section 6. There shall be a Publicity Committee composed of four members appointed by the board 


at the September meeting. They shall be responsible for seeing that the news of the Center 
reaches the public. They also are in charge of publicity for special events. 


ARTICLE VI 


POLICIES 


Section 1. Any member of the student advisory board will be automatically dropped if he falls 


to attend two meetings without a legitimate excuse. They will be replaced by someone ap- 
pointed by the board. 


Section 2. There shall be^no drinking of alcoholic beverages or smoking in the Youth Center Building. 
Section 3. Any person who deliberately destroys any property in the Youth Center shall be re»pon« 


sible for'paying for the damage. Any accidental damage shall be paid for out of the Youth 
Center Fund. 
Section 4. Any person guilty of disorderly conduct will be required fo appear before the Advisory 


Board. If he is guilty twice his membership shall be revoked for one month. 


Section 5. The center shall be open on Friday and Saturday nights from 7:30 to 11:30 and en Sunday 


afternoon from 2:00 to 5:30 and any other time which the board deems advisable. .When then 
hours come in conflict with school activities the center shall become closed. 


ARTICLE VII 


AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. Amendments may be added to the Constitution only after they have been pawed by th« 


Advisory Board. 


BY LAWS 


ARTICLE 1 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Student Advisory shall meet the first week of every month. 
Section 2. The Adult Supervisory shall meet with the students once in every three months. 


ARTICLE n 


MEMBERSHIP FEES 


Section 1. The student cards shall be sold for $1.00 and shall be good until October 1, 1953, when 


new ones will be issued.

Section 2. Any person having a membership may bring one guest an evening, and they, the guest, 


will be charged twenty-five cents. 


Continuous Supervision

for Dulles. 


It wasn't the first. Recently he 


and Eisenhower wanted the Senate 
to approve a resolution, which they 
had prepared, to condemn Russia 
for breaking agreements with the 
U. S., particularly those made at 
Yalta. 


But Senate Republicans, who for 


years had been denouncing deals 
made with Stalin by President 
Roosevelt and President Truman, 
decided to add a paragraph of 
their own.
